The facts have taught us much 
Before the war there had grown 
up a school of thinkers, who, in 
endeaveur to evade the in- 
exorable law that wars are won by 
resolttte fighting, had attempted to 
find a prescription for victery in 
numbers, material and organised 
defensives; but this has perished 
in the breeth of reality and now 
it is realised that the dependence 
upon the defensive at length 
breeds incapacity even for de- 
fence, The defeat ef France was 
due not so much to inferior num- 
bers and lack ot material as to 
the fatal obsession with the de- 
tensive system, with the Maginot 
Line, and this Frankenstein rose 
up in the end to overwhelm Its 
creator, 

But how far we have travelled 
from that mood can now be real- 
ised when it is seen that the fight- 
ing Services hiave been quietly 
given a new command of young 
aggressive men, With the appoint- 
ment of Vice-Admiral J. C. Tovey, 
C.B, D.S.0O. as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Home Fleet and Rear- 
Admirul Sir Henry Harwood, 
K.C.B., as Assistant to the First 
Sea Lord, Sir Dudiey Pcund, the 
Senior Service receives a new 
breath of life Fortunately it did 
not need to be infused with the 
offensive spirit: that indeed is its 
continuing characteristic. But cach 
of these officers brings with him 
a fresh and vigorous bent for 
aggressive action. Both of them 
have been recently connected with 
the small ships of the Nevy: and 
is more in- 
evitably associated with them than 
it is with the battleship, the ship 
of the line, which in the last re- 
sort assures their safely and is tho 
foundation of sea powei. It is, 
however, the small ships of the 
Navy that carry out the Navy’s 
offensive, the binckade; that are 
for the most part the visible signs 
of its strengtn.

shal Sir Charles Portal the bhomb- 
ers have never rested from their 
vigorous offensive against the 
dock-yards, munition factories, 
oil refineries and communications 
of the enemy. His promction fram 
the post of Chief of the Bomber 
Command ty that of Commander- 
in-Chief, Royal Air Force, brings 
that. spirit of scientifically con- 
tralled aggression to the supreine 
“office of the Air Force. If this 
newest of the Services has saved 
England from invasion, who can 
can say how far it will go towards 
the defeat uf the enemy? It is at 
least certain that in defence, in 
the preparation of the attack and 
the development of the offensive, 
the Aili,force is an almost incal- 
culably importint factor. In the 
Great War, acecrding to Major 
Grosskreutz, the comparatively 


minor bombing attacks of the 
time broke down “the moral re- 
sistance of the German nation,” 
Now that the attack will develop 
increzsingly it is certain to have 
an immense effect. 

With the Navy Supplying tho 
basis of victory and the Bombing 
Force spreading increasing des- 
truction the way will be open for 
the coupe de grace. This will be 
an offensive weapon, England was 
the inventor of the tank and of the 
first armoured division, Sir Alan 
Brooke, the new commander-in- 
chief of the Home Forces, is the 
brilliant officer who fought 
through the war in France and, a 
specialist in the Use of mechanis- 
ed force, saw both its power and 
its mits. Another of the younger 
school, his bold aggressive spirit 
will inspire the growing army 
that will one day take the offen- 
sive with decisive effect. The les- 
son of the war in Belgium and 
france has been well learned, The 
use of the tank with accompany- 
ing aeroplanes was lirst applied by 
the British army at Fricourt, in 
1918; and the army command fs 
no Jonger minded merely tu pre- 
sent ideas to the Germans. The 
new army is being trained along 
the most modern scientific linys. 
From America alone 4,000 tanus 
have been ordered; Canada is 
manufacturing them and for seme 
time various improved types have 
been mass produced in England, 

The allies entered the Great 
War inspired with the conviction 
that they must tale the offensive 
at all costs. This was taken 59 
literally that on occasion it led to 
heavy loss, and us a reaction there 
grew up the school which places 
its reliance upon the defensive. 
But if an obsession With the offen- 
sive is risky, Obsession with the 
defensive is fatal. It is recognised 
that only by the offensive can a 
decision be obtained; and no less 
than that is the objective of Eng- 
lard. The British army, in any 
case, has always been an offensive 
instrument, like the tank i in- 
vented, The direction of the fight- 
ing Services is now in the hands 
of new, younger and aggressive 
men who by instinct and by train- 
ing believe in the offensive. But 
it is in the scientific offensive they 
believe, in the improved armour-

iT WAS 
GOERING’S 
FASTEST 


(By A Correspondent) 

I saw the world's fastest 
aeroplane recently. It was 
one of Goering’s yellow- 
nosed Messerschmidt 
109s, but I doubt if he 
would be at all proud of it 


could he see it now. 
When I first saw it was running 


away from a Spitire across open 
country in S.le&. England at about 
15,000 feet. 
The Spitfire drew still closer, 
‘ts Brownings stuttered. A man 
leaped from the Messerschmidt, 
and as’ he fell his parachute 
opened and gleamed like a 
giant mushroom In the sun. 


’Plane Leaped At Us 


And then it happened. 

A man-made meteor tore 
through the air earthwuards, 
straight at me and photographer 
Walter Effner, standing on a 
hedgebank. 

All we saw was a circle in 
the centre of a straight line, a 
nose-on view of a Messersch- 
midt, charging at us under the 
power of its 1,050 h.p. engines 
full out, plus the force of 
gravity. 

There flashed through my mind 
the familiar cinema picture of an 
express train that seemed to leap 
straight off the screen at the audi- 
ence.

They will include school teach- 
ers, attendance officers, welfare 
workers and voluntary workers, 
and they will chat to mothers and 
fatherc in the London county arei, 
Best Ham and West Ham, giving 
them reasons why it is their duty

This ptan was explained by Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald, Minister of 
Health. 


“Parents will listen) to people 
they know and trust,” he said, 
“and we hope in this way to in- 
crease the evacuation of sehool- 
children,” 

The Minister quoted the latest 
figures of evacuation, 

“To date,” he sald. “322,000 
schoolchildren have gone to the 
reception areas from the Lon- 
don County area, leaving 125,000 
behind. From the London region 
563,000 have heen evacuated, 
but there are still 279,000 left. 
“It is important to get as many 

of these away ag possible, 

“We want to make them safe 
from the possibility of death or 
wounding by bomes. Another 
vint is that in the shelters their 
Pealth is exposed to danger, It 
would be much better for them 
in the country. 

“It is the duty 
send them ‘away.” 

Among the reasons 
by parents for not wanting 
evacuate their children is 
they cannot afford boots 
clothing for them. 

“This.” Mr. MacDonald ex- 
plained, “‘ls easily remedied. 
They have only to tefl the au- 
thorities and the children will 
be provided with these neces- 
sities.” 

“The old reception centres in 
England and Wales have becn 
extended.” 

Of householders who 
taken in evacuees, Mr. 
Donald sald:— 

“They are doing war work 
which is a8 important ag the 
work of Nurses and doctors. It 
ts remarkable and gratifying 
what people have done officially 
and unofficiatly, 

For children. under five whose 
mothers cannot get away w.th 
them, there are already 150 re- 
sidential nurseries in safe areas. 
Others are being constructed. 

Since September 22, 39,651 
children under five have gone out 
of London under the Government 
scheme.

IN RUBBER 
DINGHY | 


After 84 hours drifting througa 
a rough sea in a rubber dinghy, 
the crew of a British bomber has 
been saved from the North Sea, 
despite German efforts to prevent 
the rescue. 


Coastal Command aircraft and 
naval vessels searched for thres 
and a half days. The Germans 
aitempted several times to — ob- 
struct the rescue efforts, and Blen- 
heim fighters were despatched un 
protective patrol. 


When Heinkel 115’s came near 
one of the searching warships, 
they were engaged by Hudsons, 
which drove them off. 

The marauding Germans most- 
ly remained out of machine-gun 
range. A number of times, how- 
ever, our aircraft manoeuvred 
through cloud into s rilcing dis- 
tance. Long bursts of accurate 
fire sent the Heinkels off. 

Three times our aircraft, locat- 
ed the dinghy as it was ‘carried 
hither and thither by wind ani 
currents, but the longest the rub- 
ber boat could be kept in sight 
at one time was five minutes.

For six days Hilda 
Bloch, a mentally defec- 
tive girl of twenty-four, 
was kept chained like an 
animal by her father and

Berwick Road, Gateshead, were 
each fined £20 and four guintas 
costs at Gateshead for assaulting 
her. 

Mr. D. G. Dodds prosecuting 
told the Court that Bloch, a man 
of considerable property, had said 
that to have the girl in a hospi‘at 
would interfere with her matri- 
monial prospects. The girl had

Henry Morgenthau, the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Mr, Morgenthau added hat 
of this amount. £366,090,000 
would be In excess of British 
funds available for buying in 
the United States. 

Mr, Morgenthau was testifying 
in support- of President -Roos¢- 
velt's Lease~And-Lend Bill. 

He presented a ¢ memorandum 
showing that Britain's total dolar 
exchange assets in’ the United 
States were £ 443,000,000. 

Mr. Morgenthau | stated that 
£218,000,000 worth of Britain’s 
dolar exchange assets were list- 
ed as liquid and replied in the 
affirmative to a question whether 
the figures he had given related 
only to actual orders. 

He added: “This financial pic- 
ture means. the British can 
cash for what they have already 
bought but when it comes to find- 
ing dollars for anything like what 
they need they just haven't got 
jt’.—Reuter.

This plan was explained by Mr, 
Malcolm MacDonald, Minister of 
Health, 


“Parents will listen tu people 
they know and trust.” he said, 
“and we hope in this way to in- 
crease the evacurtion of school 
children,” 

The Minister quoted 
figures of evacuation, 

“To date," he eaid, “322,000 
echoolchildrer, have gone to the 
reccption areas from tne Lon- 
don County area, teaving 125,000 
behind. From the London region 
563,000 have been evacuated, 
but there are still 279,000 left. 
“It is important to get us many 

of these away as possible, 

“We want to make them safe 
from the possibility of death or 
wounding by bombs. Another 
point ts that tn the shelters their 
health is exposed to danger, It 
would be much better for them 
in the country. 

“It is the duty 
send them away." 

Among the reasons 
by parents for not wanting 
evacuate their children is 
they cannot afford boots 
clothing for them. 

“This.” Mr. MacDonald ex- 
plained, “ts sasify cemedied. 
They have only to tell the au- 
thorities and the children will 
be provided with these neces- 
sities.”

AN ENORMOUS BUDGET, AN EXPENDITURE OF $62,389,776, 
INCLUDING $12,300,276 FOR SPECIAL WAR EXPENDITURE, AND 
AN ESTIMATED REVENUE OF $45,536,000 FROM ORDINARY 
SOURCES AND $9,300,000 FROM SPECIAL WAR TAXATION, WAS 
ANNOUNCED IN LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL THIS AFTERNOON WHEN 
THE HON. MR. H. R. BUTTTERS, FINANCIAL SECRETARY, INTRO- 
DUCED A RESOLUTION ON THE DRAFT ESTIMATES. 

The Budget, therefore, envisages a deficit 
of $7,553,776, part of which is to be met by 
increases in various forms of taxation and 
an increase of one per cent. on the rates. 


Liquors of all kinds are to pay heavier 
duty as outlined elsewhere, but the most strik- 
ing announcement of the Financial Secretary 
indicated that Government intends to recon- 
stitute the War Taxation Committee, to go 
once again into the question of Income Tax 


for Hong Kong.

Britain will need £755,- 
000,000 to pay for _ pur- 
chases in the United 
States from January I, 
1941, to January 1, 1942. 


This statement was made in 
Washington yesterday to the For- 
eign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives by Mr. 
Henry Morgenthau, the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Mr, Morgenthau added _ that, 
of this amount, £366,000,000 
would be in excess of British 
funds available for buying in 
the United States 
Mr. Morgenthau was testifying 

in support- of President Roose- 
velt’s Lease-And-Lend Bill. 

He presented a memorandum 
showing that Britain's total dollar 
exchange assets in the United 
States were £443,000,000. 

Mr. Morgenthau stated that 
£218,000,000 worth of Britain’s 
dollar exchange assets were list- 
ed as liquid and replied in the 
affirmative to a question whether 
the figures he had given related 
only to actual orders.

The total note issue of the Fu- 
tien Bank, which is the provincial 
bank of Yunnan, amounted to 50 
million dollars up to the end of 
1940. 

The bank has invested 60 mil- 
jlien dollars in the development of 
the natural resources of the pro- 
vince. The annual output of tin 
from the world-famous mines at 
Ko Chiu, south of Kunming, es~- 
‘timated at 8,000 tons in pre-war 
days, has been increased to more 
than 10,000 00 _tons.—Reuter, —Reuter. 


SUGAR GAR 
‘COUNCIL 


The International Sugar Coun- 
cil met in London January 6 when 
delegates representing 74 of a 
ttal of one hundred votes were 
present. 

The Council re-elected Gen. Sir 
Hugh Elles, chief British dele- 
gate, as Chairman, and Dr. 
D. H. C. Hart, head of the Nether- 
lands delegation, ag Vice-Chair- 
man for the current quota year. 

Delegates present were uMani- 
mously in favour of carrying on 
the International Sugar Agree- 
ment. They formally adopted 
various decisions reached at the 
informal meeting on August 23. 
1940, 
without creating a precedent ex- 
port quotas for free market adopt- 
ed for the third quota year ended 
August 31, 1940, would be main- 
tained in ‘the fourth year ending 
August 31, 1941, instead of revert- 
ing to the larger basic quotas, this 
decision being subject to ‘review 
should there be a radical change 
in the world situation during the 
course of the quota year. 

The decision is subject to confirm- 
ation by one delegation which is 
awaiting a cable from its Govern- 
ment. 

The Council ‘also set up a sub- 
committee under the chairmanship 
of Dr. G. H, C. Hart consisting of 
Jrepresentatives of the Australian, 
Cuban, Dominician. Netherlands, 
U.S. and U.K. delegations, to 
study the present and post-war 
general statistical position of su- 
gar and to report to the council 
at jts next meeting.—British 
Wireless.
